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Maine's SAT and MHSA Science Program - Insights and Resources 

The Maine Department of Education, in conjunction with the College Board, has recently created five audio-visual 
webinar presentations (and accompanying PowerPoints) designed to clarify and enhance the SAT and MHSA 
experience for all students, guidance counselors, administrators and teachers of Reading, Writing, Mathematics and 
Science.

Additionally, several free, high-quality academic resources for students and teachers will be reviewed. Teachers and 
administrators will also be able to view new local achievement data made available only within the past few months.
